gard to the case of Judge Bullitt. That Com- 
mittee reported a resolution, that the Com- 
mittee appointed to investigate the charges 
against Judge Bullitt be instructed to in- 
quire: First, whether hi- absence from the 
State be voluntary or constrained; Second, 
whether or not he is or was a member of the 
Society known as the Sons <>f Liberty; and 
if so, Third, whether such Society is of a 
treasonable character and hostile t<> the 
cause of the Union: and Fourth, that said 
Committee report the facts to this Ccneral 
Assembly, together with the testimony 
taken: and also, by resolution, either ex- 
onorating Judge Bullitt Bf recommending 
such proper action as they may deem e\;»e- 
dient, either by impeachment or removal 
by add res*. 9 

No conclusion was reached on the subject, 
but it is evident, from the promptness with 
which all amendments were voted down, 
that the House will pass the resolution and 
have the case of the Judge- thoroughly ex- 
amined.

The other four States, a ith perhaps the 
exception of Lower California, also abound 
in the useful and precious metals which 
are to be had tor the digging. 

Vast portions af this gieat tarntory, also, 
have a soil of the highest fertility, and the 
climate of Fdeu. But still greater j>ortions, 
perhaps, are comjMjsed of sandy tricts, 
rocks, and uutillable mountain slojK's, and 
are subject to all styles of climate from 
arctic to torrid. The extent of soil that is 
not arable is probably ounterbalanced in 
value by the mineral wealth. And, alto- 
gether, this region is capable of supporting 
many millions of people, and of making a 
■aal important and prominent contribu- 
tion I t the wealth of the whole continent. 
Louis NapoMOn has clutched a little the fat- 
test mortgage that has l>ecn handle.! in 
modern times. It is alleged that he holds 
the area in trust as security for the costs of 
coiiijuering Mexico for the somewhat seedy 
and needy Hapsburg Maximilian. 

When the latter fhall have reimbursed 
the French treasury f»;r these expenses, the 
States rev ci i t<> the Mexican crown. In the 
meantime France appoints a tiovernor- 
QaMtalj and furnish. I a certain number of 
troops to protect and assist him in the ex- 
ercise of his oflicial functions, and to insure 
"domestic tranquility.* 1 Fx-Senator <Jw vn 
of ( alifornia. claims to be the lucky object 
of Imperial favor in this case, and has issu- 
ed a manifesto proclaiming the liberality 
which will characterize his government, 
and setting forth the manifold and extraor- 
dinary inducements which the new order 
and regime atlur.1 to immigrants into his 
favored realm. 

People who have liecn noticing in the 
news of the daj' this surprising phase in 
Mexican affairs, can ask themselves what 
it all means? Is the notorious adventurer 
<iw yn, who is prone to live by his wits, and 
has generally Iwen hard up, engaged in a 
little the biggest game of Jeremy Diddler 
that was ever heard of? < >r is he actually 
taa cat's-paw af Napoleon? It is stated 
that he is invested with plenary powers, in- 
cluding that of disposing of the jiuhlic lands 
aaafaafaaa. That lump of meal looks sus- 
picious. But we are inclined to l>elieve, 
nevertheless, that littyn is real I y the Napo- 
leonic tool that he is alleged to be. And 
the chances of these States ev er going back 
t-. Mexico whilst the present regime holds 
there, are not very numerous. 

A sensational rumor is alloat that our 
Government has apprehensions of some 
early and sudden movement against Cali- 
fornia by this new French power in north- 
ern Mexico. The idea is preposterous. 
Louis Napoleon is far loo shrewd to risk 
the overturning of an uncommonly rich 
dish by any such premature and (Quixotic 
movement. If he has really fixed his 
gi:is|« in the manner indicated up;»n those 
Stales, he w ill very surely abstain from any 
aggression or provocation upon a friendly 
power, that would jeopardize his hold. His 
selection af an American in pieferenee 
u> aaaaaaj hundred applicants from 
amongst his own countrymen, indicates 
ratl er i desire to hold the new aaaaaaioa 
and keep at peace with this country, than 
any purpose of invasion <•{ our territory. 
He evidently ex|wcts that Qarfa will in- 
augurate a vigorous immigration from 
dillerent sections of this Republic into this 
new F.I Borado. And perhaps hopes by 
that very means to prevent our meddling 
with the little dicker he has been making 
with Maximilian. The territory he has ac- 
quired in this trade more than doubles the 
area of the French Fmpire, including all 
colonial possessions. And if he can hold it 
he w ill regard it as a very handsome result 
for one oj>eratioh, and will be content with

of which H are badly burned, and Capt. ! 
Norvell, with a guard of ft men, or which I 
number six are wounded, four missing, and ] 
live dead, of the boat's crew, numbering 
IS men, W. M. Cunimings, clerk, who was 
sleeping in the ollice. is lost, as the whole 
forward part of the boat was blown into 
atoms. After the explosion the boat 
caught lire. Kvery thing was done to put 
out the tire, and to relieve the mi tiering of 
the wounded men, by the diflerant boats. 
The gunlioat Lexington came to our aid, 
and had their surgeons and help aboard in 
a short time. The wreck, after lloating 
down with thesteamer Madison, succeeded 
in getting into shore, when the ammuni- 
tion belonging to the battery began to ex- 
plode, and she was forced to leave it. The 
wreck then floated about four miles, and 
was entirely consumed. 1 can not tell how 
many of the crew are missing, as till of the 
bo.it^ w piv picking them up.
